Mr. Fisher was born in Smyrna, Delaware, May 23, 
1863. Ile started work at the-age of ten, peddling wooden 
clothes pins, then became a Western Union Messenger, 
later working in the Lawrence, Mass., textile mills where 
he was instrucied by an old German weaver. At the age 
of 16 he became an instructor of weaving at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, the youngest instructor 
in the history of that college. He entered the employ of 
the Russe!] Manufacturing Company, in 1882, at the age 
of 19, where he soon became Superintendent of the nar- 
row fabric and elastie division. Following his cartridge 
belt activities during the Spanish war he spent 12 years 
selling them to European armies. Traveling abroad, he 
recognized the fact that secant attention was paid to a 
civilian by the militaristic war chiefs of Europe. There- 
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fore he had a smart uniform designed for himself and 
traveled as Captain Fisher of the ‘‘Maromas Guards’’. 
The name ‘‘Maromas’’ was taken from that of a small 
eross-roads Connectieut village near Middletown. He 
was made Treasurer and General Manager of the com- 
pany in 1919 and is now retiring to enjoy some hobbies 
he has developed. 

Mr. Weedon, now Treasurer and General Manager, 
is an electrical-mechanical engineer whose experience in- 
cludes engineering in an iron mine in North Carolina, 
seven years as Sales Engineer with the Westinghouse 
Electric Manufacturing Company, later becoming Di- 
rector and General Sales Manager of Hungerford and 
Terry, Inec., water purification engineers, and President 
and Treasurer of the Holmes Manufacturing Company of 
New Bedford, Mass. 


Asbestos Trade in the Argentine 


(Taken from report of Charles H. Ducote, Asst. Trade Com- 
missioner, Buenos Aires, Argentine, supplied thru the U. S. De- 
partment of Commerce.) 

During 1930 The Argentine imported over 600,000 
kilograms (661 short tons) of asbestos manufactures, the 
greater part of this coming from the United States, United 
Kingdom, Italy and Germany. 

A large section of the imports of asbestos products is 
made up of asbestos roofing. Second to this is the demand 
for brake lining. Extra heavy service is placed upon auto- 
motive brakes by Argentine drivers, and, on an average, 
linings must be replaced much more frequently than is the 
case in the United States. Imports of automobiles steadily 
increased up to 1930, which should mean even greater re- 
placement business in brake lining in the future. During 
1929 American manufacturers shipped $99,561 worth of 
brake lining into the country. 

Argentina offers a large potential market for asbestos 
pipe covering and cement, because of the numerous indus- 
trial establishments of all kinds making use of steam. It is 
estimated that there are well over 7,000 such plants in the 
country, and in addition, the Federal Government main- 
tains many warships and auxiliary vessels, the large ma

What Percentage of Asbestos Makes an Asbestos Product? 

Two paint companies in Cleveland, O., were ordered 
by the Federal Trade Commission to cease employing the 
word ‘‘asbestos’’ in their advertising and sale of products 
described as liquid roofing. 





The Commission contends that the idea of fireproof- 
ness is engendered in the minds of the publie thru the 
use of the word ‘‘asbestos’’, while fireproofness is not the 
purpose for which asbestos is placed in a roofing com- 
pound. 

As a matter of fact asbestos is added to roofing com- 
pound to prevent crawling of the film, and consequent 
“‘eracking’’. Tests show that as the asbestos content is 
increased (up to a point beyond which the addition of 
asbestos will make the liquid too plastic to be successfully 
applied with a brush) there is a comparative tendency 
against the film of the paint crawling into small islands. 

Only 5.7% of asbestos was used in the roofing com- 
pound made by the companies referred to. This amount 
is much smaller than that contained in samples of paint 
which showed a satisfactory durability test because of 
the asbestos content. 

The effort to make the public ‘‘asbestos conscious”’ 
appears to be succeeding rather well when a content of 
but 5.7%¢ of asbestos is featured to exploit a produet. 
Courage. 

Residents of a certain community were startled a few 
weeks ago to learn that one of their most trusted young 
men, employed in the local bank, had not only gotten away 
with a large quantity of the bank’s funds, but, when de- 
tected, had killed his wife and shot himself. 

The story, with slight variations, can be duplicated 
many times over thruout the country in these last few 
months. 

The theft began, as always, by borrowing the bank’s 
funds with the idea of putting it back when a fortune was 
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made in the high vaunting stock market: other thefts made 
to cover the first; always the urge to make easy money and 
more money; a higher seale of living, demands here, de- 
mands there, for an expensive house, high powered automo- 
biles, ever mounting expenses of one kind and another—all 
leading to one and the same end, the market crash, months 
of fear and worry, detection and—generally, suicide. 

Thru it all runs one persistent thread—lack of courage. 

It takes courage these days even to face the day to day 
routine, and the many obstacles and disappointments which 
seem to crop up overnight ; to face dwindling balance sheets, 
lost accounts, mounting expenses. 

But we only have to live one day at a time; have cour- 
age for that day, and tomorrow, next week and next year 
will develop a courage of their own. 

Courage with caution, (not reckless abandon) will win 
out if we are persistent enough and patient enough: and 
very likely by 1937 or 38 or 39, whenever the next period of 
prosperity is due, we will have need of all the courage we 
have accumulated, to resist the returning temptation of 
ood business and soaring stock prices,

The discussion goes merrily on. A. V. MikKadze, Ameri- 
can Representative of Rudoexport of New York City, pre- 
pares a reply to the article by E. Schaaf-Regelman publish- 
ed in May. 


Mr. MiKadze says: 

An attempt was made in an article appearing in the 
May issue of Asbestos to make ‘*‘Soeviet dumping” responsi- 
ble for all the ills of the Asbestos Industry. That article 
contained a number of incorrect statements. 

In the first place, it is claimed that the slump in the 
asbestos business *‘started about the middle of 1929 when 
the first shipment ef Russian crude asbestos had arrived 
in this country.’” What are the facts? The United States 
has been a consumer of Russian asbestos for the last six 
years, in previous vears Russian asbestos having been ex- 
ported through Germany. The first commercial shipment 
of asbestos directly from the Soviet Union arrived in the 
United States November 20, 1929, a date considerably later 
than the *‘middle of 1929.’’ During the 10 months prior 
to November the ‘‘flood’’ of asbestos imported by the 
Amtorg Trading Corporation totaled 11% tons. 

This question of dates is important since the article 
referred to conveys the impression that Soviet imports pre- 
ceded the economic depression and were the original cause 
for the decline in the asbestos industry. 

Now as to statistics. It is true that U. S. Customs fig- 
ures show importations of 4,048 long tons of **crude’’ from 
the U.S. S. R., in 1930. However, only 36 per cent (1,462.7 
long tons) of the Russian asbestos classified as crude is of 
spinnable grades. Since the Russian designatien for **un- 
manufactured’ is synonymous with the word *‘crude,”” all 
the Russian shipments were entered as crudes; of these, 
64 per cent are short grades. As a matter of fact, hundreds 
of tons of these ‘‘crudes’’ were nothing but refuse of the 
Russian mines having a value of only $22 per ton. This fact 
was pointed out at the recent hearings before the U. 8. 
Tariff Commission. 

A comparison of such erudes with Canadian is cut of

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place. By making such a comparison the author of the 
article hastily concludes that Russian crude has largely re- 
placed Canadian. The importation of the above mentioned 
quantities of Russian asbestos took place only in the last 
four months of 1930, however, and could not have replaced 
Canadian during the first 8 months of 1930, when the sales 
of Canadian asbestos also suffered a big slump. As a matter 
of fact, the sales of Russian asbestos by the Amtorg in 1930 
amounted to less than 300 tons. 

If Canadian asbestos was used in smaller quantities 
last year than formerly, this was due not to the imports 
of Soviet asbestos, but to the present world-wide depression 
and the increasing use of moulded brake linings. The auto- 
motive industry is the largest user of asbestos textiles. Pro- 
duction of automobiles declined 34 per cent in 1930 as com- 
pared with 1929. Likewise the building industry—the 
largest consumer of short grades—suffered a slump of 22 
per cent. As to moulded brake linings, the U. S. Census 
of Manufactures for 1929 shows that 18 per cent of all 
brake linings produced were of the moulded type. 

The charge is made that ‘‘Soviet dumping’’ has caused 
the shutdown of the Arizona mines. Again, what are the 
facts? Due to a number of natural handicaps, such as poor 
transportation facilities, lack of power, and mining difficul- 
ties, the cost of production in Arizona mines is very high. 
It was only natural that when prices on asbestos dropped, 
in line with those of other commodities affected by the 
world-wide depression, the Arizona mines were forced to 
shut down. Moreover, the Regal mine was shut down in the 
early summmer of 1929, before any significant Soviet im- 
ports of asbestos were brought into the United States. 

It is interesting to note that the decline in the price 
of rubber, a product also extensively used by the automobile 
industry, has been much greater than that of asbestos. In 
this case, by no stretch of the imagination can the pretext 
of Russian ‘‘dumping’’ be applied. 

It is also of interest to note that the Soviet Union uses 
much more asbestos in the form of various manufactured 
articles imported from this country than it sells here. In 
1930 the Amtorg Trading Corporation purchased for the 
Soviet Union $7,438 worth of asbestos products. Besides,

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American manufacturers shipped in 1930 to the Soviet 
Union 20,447 wheel tractors, 2,393 tracklaying tractors, 
1,376 combines and $39,791,765 worth of industrial machin- 
ery. Amtorg orders for automobiles and trucks amounted 
to $6,912,000. Some of the tracklaying tractors purchased 
contain as much as 25 pounds of asbestos products each, 
while the automotive equipment purchased contained at 
least $35,000 worth of asbestos brake lining, elutch facings 
and gaskets. The industrial machinery also, particulrly the 
oil refining machinery, included various asbestos articles. 
A very conservative estimate of total asbestos products 
imported by the Soviet Union from the United States would 
run well above $200,000. Sales of Russian asbestos by the 
Amtorg in 1930 amounted to less than a quarter of this 
sum. Total sales of Russian asbestos in this country in 1930 
were considerably below those in previous years. The im- 
porters of Soviet asbestos maintained their usual policy 
of selling their products at world prices or higher, and re- 
duced prices only when it was necessary to meet the con- 
stantly lowered quotations on Canadian and Rhodesian as- 
bestos. Prices of Soviet asbestos in relation to the Canadian 
and Rhodesian were proportionally higher in 1930 than in 
previous years. 





The charges of ‘‘dumpng’”’ and unfair methods of com- 
petition are evidently advanced by parties interested in 
excluding Russian asbestos for the benefit of other foreign 
producers. Such attempts are hampering the development 
of Soviet-American trade, which in 1930 amounted to 
$180,000,000, with a trade balance in favor of the United 
States of $118,000,000.

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HOW CERTIFIED INSULATION OPERATES 

Most likely those of you who read about Certified Insulation 
in our May issue have been wondering just how it operates, and 
a description of the routine followed by its sponsors, the Asbes- 
tos Bureau, Inc., of Seattle, may not be out of place. 

The Asbestos Bureau, Inc., has been underwritten by the re- 
sponsible Asbestos Houses (contractors) of the Pacific North- 
west and they in turn are affiliated with the Pacific Coast Asbes- 
tos Association, comprising al] the Asbestos Houses and Na- 
tional Manufacturers represented on the Pacific Coast. Any of 
these firms can execute a “C-I” job. Membership in the Asbes- 
tos Bureau is not restrictive and any responsible house is eligible 
for membership. 

According to its Articles of Incorporation, the purposes of 
the Bureau are:

to promote its growth thru co-ordination of effort in rendering 
more extensive and efficient service to the public; to reform 
its abuses; to procure uniformity in its customs and usages and 
to collect and disseminate information relating thereto.” 

The architect, desiring to specify a “C-I” job, incorporates 
the following paragraph in his specifications: 

“The foregoing asbestos insulation specification shall con- 
stitute a CERTIFIED INSULATION JOB guaranteed by the 
Asbestos Bureau, Inc. The Standard Asbestos Bureau Codel, 
dated March 16, 1931, shall be a part of this specification, but in 
case of any conflict the specifications shal] have precedence. Be- 
fore final payment on this work is made the contractor must de- 
liver to the owner or his representative an ASBESTOS BUREAU 
SURETY BOND in the full amount of the insulation contract, 
but not exceeding $5,000.00, guaranteeing during the life of the 
bond to replace any and all insulation not installed in strict ac- 
cordance with these specifications, together with any addendas 
or changes authorized in writing by the owner or his representa- 
tive.” 

When an asbestos house accepts an order to insulate a 
Certified Insulation job, the Asbestos Bureau is immediately ad- 
vised and the job is registered. During the installation the 
Bureau has full access to the work and carries out the inspection 
necessary to protect the owner's interests. 

Upon completion, the contractor makes application to the

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Bureau for the Bureau Bond covering this work. He certifies 
that the work is completed in strict accord with the owner's 
specifications and addendas thereto, which must be listed. Per- 
formance is assured thru a continuing bond to the Bureau guar- 
anteeing his “C-I” jobs. 

The job being satisfactorily completed, the Bureau obtains 
from a national surety company the required bond in favor of 
the owner. This bond? is delivered to the contractor who turns 
it over to the owner or his representative, and then receives his 
final payment. The small cost of this doubly underwritten surety 
is all borne by the Bureau, thus avoiding any added cost to the 
owner. 

The Certified Insulation job benefits everyone connected with 
the job: it gives the owner full value and lower costs; it assures 
the architect of responsible bidders; the engineer of specifica- 
tions fulfilled; the general contractor of more responsible sub- 
contractors.

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Little Lessons in Selling 
SALES LEAD IN SMALL PRODUCTS 


By JoHN T. BartLetr 


A salesman is as good as his bump of curiosity. 

There are two major mistakes made by large numbers 
of salesmen in respect to suggestive selling. One mistake 
consists in making suggestions too promiscuously, without 
thought. Customers are needlessly annoyed. The other 
mistake consists in never making suggestions. 

One employer said to this writer, ‘‘When I learn that 
a salesman has ceased to be interested in what a customer 
is buying, and why, I discharge him. He has ceased to be 
a salesman.”’ 

In a western state recently, a manufacturer, steel, car 
ried out an investigation among retailers. The investigator 
called at stores, incognito, and bought a nickel’s worth of 
nails. Not one salesman made an attempt to sell him any- 
thing else. A wholesaler sent out an investigator to buy 
five cents worth of fine sandpaper. She was authorized to 
make larger purchases if a store should attempt to sell her. 
She returned with nothing but sandpaper! 

What does the customer want the sandpaper for? 
What is he using nails for? A reasonable curiosity here will 
reveal, in a proportion of cases, opportunities for sugges- 
tions which end in sales. 

**T am not annoyed when a customer makes a trifling 
purchase,”’ said an excellent salesman. **‘ Long ago I found 
that small sales are an opportunity to demonstrate good 
service. Also, they are a clue. One lead leads to another 
lead. A question, put politely, pleases the customer rather 
than otherwise. He tells you the undertaking he is engaged 
in. Presto! Again and again the opportunity to suggest 
merchandise comes, and the sale is multiplied many times.’”’

General Business.

It would take pages to adequately report on general 
business conditions. Some seasonal gain, natural tapering 
off to summer dullness, gain in volume with price trend 
downward—all are true of one trade or another. A few in- 
dustries, such as automobiles, tires, shoes, show improve- 
ment. In the building industry while volume remains off, 
an encouraging factor is found in the large total of permits 
issued in April. 

The most encouraging report we have seen is the state 
ment of W. L. Cooper, Director of the Bureau of Foreign 
& Domestic Commerce, who says that information gathered 
and published by the U. 8. Department of Commerce, shows 
that recent improvement in several lines of trade and in- 
dustry justifies the belief that the first quarter of 1931 has 
marked the turning point in the prolonged decline in busi- 
ness which commenced nearly two years ago. 

Asbestos. Raw Material. 

The following is the comment of one of our corre- 
spondents on the market situation in raw asbestos: 

The market for all grades of raw asbestos continues 
slow—altho the demand for short fibres is showing some 
improvement. The supply of short grades appears inade- 
quate to care for orders promptly, and in some cases the 
mines are now finding it necessary to ask for several days’ 
notice of shipping instructions. Production continues on a 
low scale and two plants at Thetford Mines are the only 
ones operating at present in the East Broughton-Thetford 
Mines—Black Lake-Coleraine area. 

Manufactured Asbestos Goods. 

Tertiles, Prices of Textiles seem to continue on the 
downward trend, with volume dwindling steadily. The 
Heater Cord manufacturers have their slackest season at 
this time of year, and despite price cuts no great interest 
has been stirred up. Brake Lining Yarn and various other 
Asbestos Textiles continue just as stagnant as in the past 
few months. 

Brake Lining. The demand for Brake Lining for re-

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placement continues about normal for the year 1931—that 
is to say, about 15% under the year 1930. So far as original 
equipment is concerned, the production of cards is of course 
the best index. The industry continues agitated because of 
the various types of Brake Lining turned out, and until 
the industry more or less coalesces on standard Brake Lin- 
ing types, both in the woven and in the molded, the demand 
will continue to be split among these various types. 

Asbestos Packings are not in great demand at the pres- 
ent time. This is the off-season for this class of merchandise 
and it would be very difficult indeed to predict anything 
definite on the market for Packings until the summer be- 
comes slightly advanced and reports come thru concerning 
the demands for this class of merchandise. 

Insulation. High Pressure. The volume of new orders 
booked is still declining and shipments have long since 
caught up to unfilled orders, so that the high pressure in- 
sulation industry must be reported as running very sub- 
stantially below normal capacity with no immediate indica- 
tion of improvement in sight. 

Low Pressure. Sales of low pressure insulation have 
increased slightly during the past month altho when com- 
pared with last year the report is not so favorable. Prices 
are firm. 

Paper and Millboard. The Paper market remains about 
the same as last month with volume slightly up as compared 
with last year. Prices are fairly stable. Millboard volume 
is slightly off, with prices holding up well. 

Asbestos Cement Products. There is little or no change 
in the shingle, corrugated and flat sheet market from last 
month. The first part of May showed an increase in volume 
but this tapered off by the end of the month. The market 
for flat sheets continues about the same.

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The Asbestos Auto Body 
Develops Rapidly 


A Riley six-cylinder saloon motor car had the honor 
to be the first equipped and actually run on the road, with 
an asbestos body. 

This particular body was designed by F. M. Charles}, 
who has an international reputation for motor-coach design- 
ing and it was first put into actual road service on May 
27th. 

The test run came up to expectations—drumming was 
noticeably absent; after the run was over one of the oc- 
-cupants was asked to try to smash one of the asbestos panels 
with a hammer, but altho a hard blow was given it, no 
damage resulted either to the panel itself or to the paint- 
work. The body tested had been formed in a mold cost- 
ing about £30. The normal metal car body is made from 
sets of dies and these cost thousands of pounds, £30,000 
being quite a normal sum to pay for dies. The saving in 
cost therefore would be tremendous, especially when body 
designs change so frequently. Time is also a factor as it 
takes from six to nine months to make a set of dies while 
the mould in which the asbestos body is formed can be, 
and in this case actually was, made in a week. 

So far we have been unable to learn the ingredients 
(besides asbestos) which go into the making of these auto 
bodies. 

The asbestos auto body, however, appears to be an 
actual fact and a really valuable discovery, from the stand- 
point of the automobile industry and that of the asbestos 
industry as well.

One of the most perplexing problems of an aviation 
mechanic is the warming of airplane motors in cold weather. 
Many contrivances have been tried—generally asbestos 
plays a part. 

One mechanic developed a simple brick fireplace with 
a stove pipe running up to the motor. At the suggestion of 
a friend a piece of asbestos paper was wrapped around the 
pipe so that more heat might reach the motor. 

The one chief objection to this idea was the necessity 
of rolling a plane up to it before using, and it was not 
always convenient to do so. 

The mechanic decided he must have something portable 
and so built a drum with a pipe insulated with asbestos, 
heating this with a common plumbers pot. 

This being rather clumsy, the next idea was a compact 
heating unit contained in a drum 18 inches high and 8 
inches in diameter, thoroly insulated with asbestos aircell, 
and a tube of asbestos cloth sewed with asbestos thread to 
carry the heat to the motor. The tube was collapsible and 
when not in use folded into the top of the drum. This heat- 
er has proven most satisfactory in its year’s service. 

Just another everyday problem which asbestos helped 
to solve.
